Later Details of the Premier 
Disaster, j 


The Ill-fated Steamer Impaled on the 
Willamette’s Bow. 


Several Persons Crushed to Death by 
the Collision. 


A Mistake of Signals the Cause of the 
Calamit rent Vefsions Civen 
by the Captains of the 
Stoamers.

By Telegraph to The Times. 

Seattie (Wash.). Oct. 9.—[By the 
Associated Press.} The steamer Pre- 
tier. which was sunk in a collision yes- 
terday, left Port Townsend about 
1:20 for Seattle in a heavy fog, blow- 
ing her whistle continuously. When off 
Point No Point, another whistle sounded 
close by and almost immediately after- 
wasd a terrific crash was heard. The 
fore cabin of the Premier was smashed 
to splinters and the prow of the Wil- 
lamette was found jammed right into 
the bow of the Premier. The Wil- 
lamette was laden with coal and was on 
her way from Seattle to San Francisco, 
TLere wer? a number of men in the 
Premier’s cabin, one of whom was 
killed, together witha boy. Asteward, 
who was in the saloon eating his dinner, 
was instantly killed. Several other 
passengers were jammed in the debris. 
Sqme of them were seriously wounded 
and all were more or less bruised. 

The stem of the Willamette was so 
deeply imbedded into the Premier that 
the passengers scrambled over the 
broken woodwork and onto the collier. 
The ladies were handed up first, fol- 
lowed by the wounded as. fast as they 
could be removed. Men with broken 
limbs, and both men .and women with 
bleeding faces and bodies were helped 
up. It was soon seen to be impossible 
to. draw off the Willamette without 
sinking the Premier, so Capt. An- 
derson determined to forge ahead, 
driving before him the steamer spiked 
on his bow. He forced her back on the 
beach and was so tightly wedged in that 
he could not back off without dragging 
the Premier withhim. Thetug Goliath, 
towing out a schooner, was hailed and 
she took off the passengers, bearing 
them to Seattle, where they arrived 
about midnight. The receding tide left 
both vessels stranded and still inter- 
locked and no further news can be ob- 
tained tonight. It was feared that the 
bow of the Willamette was partly 
stove in. 


Although the whole affair occurred in, 


a few moments and the passengers 
quickly recovered from the momentary 
shock and fright, there were some piti- 
able scenes. One man, whose name is 
unknown, was crazed with fear and im- 
mediately sprang overboard. 


Port TowNsenpd (Wash..)*Oct. 9.— 


A The body of one more victim. of yester- 


day’s collision between the steamer 
Premier and the collier Willamette, 
was discovered today. It is that of 
William Richardson, a contractor, liv- 
ing in Tacoma, but engaged in  build- 
ing the new customhouse at this place. 
His body was found on the mail dock 
jammed under the gang-plank against 
the starboard side of the vessel. 

After the Premier was beached and 
had put lines out on shore it was 
though that at bigh tide with the aid of 
the Goliath the Willamette could pull 
away, but the plates of the two vessels 
had become so hooked that the com- 
bined efforts of the Goliath and tug 
Tacoma, could not pull them apart. 
Her stegn was free, butshe was aground 


amidshi{ and fears were felt that her 
back wotNd break when the tide went 
out. 


Laterinthe day a more successful 
effort was made. The tugs Goliath and 
Tacoma pulled the ships apart and the 
Premier sank to the bottom, the water 
coming up to the main deck rail at 
half tide. The Willamette was taken 
to Seattle by the tug Tacoma. 

The masters of the two vessels give 
different versions as to the cause of 
the collision. Capt. Bernard Gilbay 
said: ‘I was on deck with the pilot at 
the time and we were trying to locate 
the other vessel. There was a dense 
fog and I was blowing my whistle three 
times a minute. I heard another vyes- 
sel's whistle blowing every ance in 
awhile, but not so often, asmine. J 
kept the Premier welleto the rigyt and 
had turned her one and a half points in 
that direction, thinking of course the 
other vessel would do the same. Only 
five minutes before the collision we had 
passed the Kingston in that way. All 
at once the Willamette blewtwo whis- 
tles and another short one and almost 
immediately the crash cqme. We had 
slowed down to about eight or nine 
knots, and when the Willamette’s three 
whistles sounded I reversed at once. 
None of my crew lost their presence of 
mind, and as they came to report for 
duty I directed some to get the boats 
ready and some to rescue the wounded 
and dead. We got the latter out of the 
wreckage within twenty minutes. 
Those able to take care of themsélves 
stepped on boara the Willamette.”’ 

Capt. Hansen of the Willamette gave 
his version of the affair as follows: 
“We left Seattle between 10 and 11 
o'clock ia a thick fog, which continued 
until shortly before reaching Point No 
Point, when it lifted a little. A short 
distance further we ran into it again, 
and I sounded my whistle about once a 
minute as a warning. had a double 
lookout and also another officer on the 
bridge with me, and as We heard’ an- 
other whistle sonnding we were on the 
alert all the time. I heard another 
whistle on the starboard side, and sig- 
naled two whistles, which meant that 
both vessels should go to the port side, 
but the Premier only answered with the 


one whistle, which she was sounding all 
the time and which in a fog is no signa! 
at all, but merely a warning. All at 
once I saw a vessel loom up across the 
Willamette’s bow. My ship was im- 
mediately, oras soon ag a vessel of 
8000 tons can be, reversed at ful! 
speed, but it was too late. I had 
slowed down fifteen minutes before we 


stvectt, so we were not going fast; if we 
had been, we should have gone clear 
through the Premier.”

While of a Spree He Falls into the Hands

Oct. 9.—|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] .Chester Griessener, a 
real-estate broker of Tacoma, Wash., 
died today in a Philadelphia hospital 
from the supposed effects of opium 
believed to have been administered 
to him in a low ledging-house at 
No. 425 Spruce street yesterday morn- 
ing. Griessener had been jstopping at 
one of the leading hotels here during 
the past eight or nine monfhs, = He told 
the people atthe hotel tliat. Wasa 
real-estate broker in Tacoma and his 
visit here was upon business matters. 
Griessener seemed always to have plenty 
of mogey. - He made frequent trips to 
adjacent cities. 

According to the story told by him- 
self at the hospital before he died he 
came back here on Friday morning from 
one of his trips and landed at the Arch 
street wharf. He was met by two men 
and jnduced to enter a cab and was 
taken tothe house,, No. 425 Spruce 
street,’where he was found dying last 
night by the police. That he was not 
taken directly there, however, is shown 
by the docket of a police magistrate, 
before whom he was fined on I’ ‘riday for 
refusing to pay cab fare. 
of his arrest for refusing to pay a cab- 
manhe had as a companion a well- 
known thief named Hugh McDevitt. 
As Grissener had "uo money at 
the time of his arrest he had to 
pawn his watohto pay his fine. He 
left station-house accompanied 
by  MeDevitt and was then probably 
taken to the lodging-house. Griessener 
had no recollection of What took place 


there until Saturday ‘morning. He 
took breakfast that morning with Mc- 


Devitt, his mistress, 2 woman named 
Kate Eberting, and another woman. 
After. breakfast, he said, they gave him 
something to drink and Le lost con- 
sciousness almost immediately after- 
ward, and remembered nothing more 
until a few minutes beforé 11 o'clock 
last night, shortly before the police 
came to the place. 

He wasthen taken to the hospital, 
where he exhibited strong symptoms of 
opium poisoning, complicated by indi- 
cations of delirium tremens. After 


telling his story Griesseper became de- [ 


lirious, in which condition he remained 
until he died this afternoon. When 
taken to the hospita! Griessener’s over- 
coat was missing. He bad no money, 
although fe said he had considerable 
when he arrived here. Two hand bags 
he had with him had disappeared and 
the only thing he had left was his re- 
volver. McDevitt and the Eblerting 


woman are held to await the coroner's 


inquest.

The Silver Conference. 

The interest of the financial world 
will soon be centered on the Interna- 
tional Silver Conference, which we be- 
lieve is to assemble next month. 

In the circular letter sent out by Pres- 
ident Harrison asking other nations to 
join with us in holding this conference, 
he stated that the people of the United 
States are almost unanimous in desiring 
the full use of silver as a.coin metal 
upon a ratio to gold to be fixed by agree- 
ment between the great commercial na- 
tions of the world; that he believes a 
sentiment for a larger use of silver has 
been growing throughout the world, and 
that the time is now propitious for such 
aconference. No nation was asked to 
commit itself to more than a thorough 
consideration of the best course. to be 
pursued. The function of the confer- 
ence, then, is merely to discuss the sub- 
ject of bimetallism, particularly with 
reference tosilver as a coin metal, and, 
if a conclusion can be reached, to offer 
such conclusion in an advisory way to 
the several governments represented. 
There is nodoubt the session will be 
highly interesting, and that the conten- 
tions for and against various proposi- 
tions will be as stubbornly made as 
though the conclusions of the confer- 
ence were to be a finality. The pros 
and cons on every phase of the question 
will be presented, and, at the very 
least, the conference will be a great 
educational measure. But it may 
amountto no more than that. Unless 
enough ofthe leading financial nations 
agree to adopt the plans agreed upon by 
a majority of the convention to give the 
movement a standing, the whole thing 
may fall flat. 

We may find encouragement, however, 
in the idea that the essential and para- 
‘mount object of the conference is to 
improve and strengthen the status of 
silver. 

The representatives appointed on the 
part of the United States may be relied 
upon to urge this point withability and 
firmness. Bimetallism also has power 
ful friends in Europe. 

The French representatives will be 
most valuable coadjutors’ in urg- 
ing the claims of silver. In Great Brit- 
ain, which country has hitherto been 
the most determined adherent of the 
gold standard, there has occurred 
within the last year or two quite a de- 
cided reaction in favor of bimetallism. 
India is calling most loudly for the pro- 
tection of the silver standard, as it has 
suffered and is suffering most severely 
from the debasement of the only metal 
used by her as a circulating medium. 
The common people of England—the 
farmers, the tradesmen, the small land- 
holders—are also favorable to silver. 
-The English shylocks are the only ones 
who insist on keeping the gold stand- 
ard, as it is an advantage tothem as 
money changers. The ‘great mass of 
the people are made to suffer for their 
benefit, and they would like to have 
this sort of thing continued forever. 

Henry Clews, an authority on finan- 
cial matters, has this to say by way of 
prognostication: 

We look forward to the early awaken- 
ing, in the financial markets, of in- 
creased interest in the International 
Silver Conference. We regeatly noted 
certain symptoms of a disposition in 
high places in Eurepe to defeat the 
assembling of the conference. It now 
begins to appear that, if such a desire 
has existed, it arose from fears of the 
conference awakening a storm which 
the gold-standard nations might find it 
dificnlt to control or allay. Large in- 
terests in England and on the continent 
are becoming deeply~aroused by the 


mercial enterprise, while India _ is 
speaking in tones too earnest to be dis- 
regarded. It is likely, therefore, that 
the discussions of the conference may 
develop into a severe struggle, in*which 
very radical proposals may be forth- 
coming. From such authentic inciden- 
tal information as reaches. us, we 
should not be surprised if the chief 
silver-producing countries, notably the 
United States, be formally asked, as a 
condition of other nations incretsing 
their coinage, that they shall enforce a 
large curtailment in their production 
of silver, while from other quarters 
may come alternative proposals to _es- 
tablish a new common legal valuation 
of silver, probably quite 25 per cent. 
below the existing valuation of 15% 
to 1. Such negotiations cannot fail 
to have their effect upon financial in- 
terests. 

Of course the conference will fail in 
one of its most important purposes if it 
does not recommend a ratio between 
the two metals for general adoption. 


| This ratio we have no right to expect 


question as profoundly affecting com- 


will raise the value of silver; on the | 
contrary, there isevery reason to be- 
lieve that its valine will be lowered. If 
the proposed ratio should be 20 to 1, 
it need not prove a very great surprise. 
But it would manifestly be better to 
have such a ratio as that, with the re- 
establishment of silver as a coin metal 
among the leading nations of the world, 
than to let matters drag along as they 
have been going, with silver bandied 
about in the market like so much pig 
iron or other merchandise, and subject 
to all the fluctuations of the exchange. 

With a low ratio established, silver 
would be unavailable for anything but 
subsidiary coins; a dollar would be too 
big and heavy for one to pack around. 
A half dollar would be more than a 
fourth greater in bulk than at present, 
and that would be as large and heavy, 
in all reason, as a coin should be. 

We look for the best results from the 
conference, however. We hope that 
the aggregate showing in favor of bi- 
metalliem will be so strong that a pop- 
ular movement in its favor will be 
started all over the world. If the old 
fogy powers that be in any nation re- 
fuse to adopted the general plan com- 
mended at once, it is possible that 
enough pressure may be brought upon 
future administrations to force them to 
do so. 


This Overcrowded World. 
The Hebrew refugees from Russia are 
in much the same unfortunate plight as 
the dove that Noah first sent out from 


| the ark. They can find no resting place 


for the soles of their feet. The German 
government has determined that it will 
rot allow such emigrants turned back 
from America to land on its soil. This 
decision has been pending for some time, 
as an ever-increasing number of penni- 
less Russian Hebrews, excluded from 
the United States, have become public 
charges in German communities. The 


‘| complications resulting from the cholera 


quarantine simply hastened the govern- 
ment’s action. Officials have been for- 
bidden to sell the returned emigrants 
railway tickets or to allow them to 
travel on German railways. The emi- 
grants must proceed to Russia by sea 
and, regardless of protests, must be 
landed at a Russian port. At Cuxhaven’ 
and Geestemund parties of returning 
Hebrews were stopped last week bv. 
officials, supported by the people, and 
were compelled to reémbark. The emi- 
grants were not even allowed to seek or 
receive aid at either port. 

Viewed from the standpoint of the 
“fatherhood of God and bretherhood of 
man,’’ this presents a pitiable spectacle. 
The wretched people, fleeing from per- 
secution, pestilence and famine in the 
land of their birth, find no harbor of 
refuge elsewhere, and it may be that 
the Russian government will not allow 
them to return. They must begin to 
long for a destination ‘‘anywhere, any- 
where, out of the world.”’ 

On the principle of self-preservation, 
which ts the tirst law of nature, we can- 
not allow this army. of dependents to 
land on Americag shores, and it is not 
right that we should do so. The time 
is coming when we will have to draw 
the lines on immigration much tighter 
than we do at present. Malthus must 
be rightina certain way. The world 
is noc big enough to accommodate all 
the — are born into it under 
the misrule and _ selfishness which 
so generally predominate. Marshal 
Wheeler, who léctured in this city last 
week on the third motion of the planets, 
believes that, 15,000 vears hence, the 
poles of the earth‘will flop dver to a 
rightangle to their present position, 
and.there will’bea general wiping out 
of the human race, together with about 
allanimate creation. It begins to look 
as though the humam race will be 
crowded for space long before that 
time. We suggést that Mr. Wheeler 
revise his theory carefully and see 
whether he can’t‘let “er flop, say, in» 
about a thousand years. That would be 
none too soon to commence a new deal.

Does it reach outward ana upward and 
touch the throne of God? Philosophy 
is the synonym of law, and law means 
justice—no pardon, no pity, no love, 
nothing in it to help us over the hard 
places in life. The only real, genuine, 
kingly power is heart power.. The

‘by striking and original ideas, ex- 
pressed in the quaint and luminous lan- 
guage for whith Dr. Stewart is famous.

THE CHINESE MISSION. 


Reopening of the School for the Winter—A 

Pleasant Event. 

There was a pleasant gathering at 
the Chinese mission schoolroom on 
Benjamin street Friday afternoon. 

The occasion of this gathering was the 
reopening of the Chinese kindergarten 
after a vacation of three weeks. Miss 
Lizzie Quick is the efficient teacher of 
this school, which is supported by the 
Occidental Board of Foreign Missions, 
and especially cared for by the Execu- 
tive Committee of the Ladies’ Presby- 
ferian Society of Los Angeles Presby- 
tery. <A new and attractive finger 
board upon the side of the building 
used as the mission room is the first 
thing that attracts attention. In 
gilt letters on a dark red ground 
(red being symbolic of joy with 
the Chinese) are the significant 
words ‘‘Presbyterian Chinese Mission 
School,” The schoolroom for a year 
past had been inadequate for lack of 
space. The children in attendance had 
doubled in numbers, and it was decided 
by the Chinese School Committee, Mrs. 
F. M. Dimmick, chairman, to enlarge 
the room. Partitions were quickly re- 
moved, a new floor was laid and the 
room was prettily papered. Inexpen- | 
sive curtains were hung at the doors 
and windows, a few gictures were 
bought to adorn the walls, and all the 
old friends exclaimed, upon entering 
the building, “It is a new room.”’ 
At the usual time for the regular Fri- 
day service a,shappy company assembled. 
Before 2 o’clock the little children in} 
regular attendance upon the kinder- 
garten might be seen, with well washed 


and their very best apparel, hastening 
by twos and threes: to the renovated 
schoolroom. The Chinese women might 
also be seen wending their way, gaily 
Within 
the room were already gathered the 
president of the Presbyterian Society, 
Mrs. Samuel Minor, and several of the 
secretaries of the same society with 
Eastern visitors, who are more unfamil- 
iar with Chinese costumes and manners 
than are the denizens of _ this 


section. After a short devotional 
session, led by the Chinese mis- 
sionary, Mrs. Chapin, a. short 


programme was followed, in which the 
songs and recitations oi the Chinese 
children were an attractive feature. 
Now the audience was a larfe one, 
twenty-four Chinese alone being in at- 
tendance, and the room was uncom fort- 
ably full. It was, therefore, quickly de- 
cided to take possession of a large store- 
room close by, kindly given without: 
charge by the proprietor for several 
weeks during the renovating process of 
the schoolroom, and to use it for the 
collation. Thither sped willing feet, 
and in a trice a long table was covered 
with a snowy cloth, adorned with 


smilax and unusually. large and 
beautiful bouquets. Piles of dainty 
China plates, decorated the, 


finest style of the ‘‘middle kingdom,’ 
each with a linen mapkin upon it, were 
placed beside baskets of tiny cups and 
pots of fragrant tea. Delicious cake, 
well frosted and abundant in quantity, 
loaded the tables. The Chinese women 
and children were seated firgt in a 
large circle about this really beautiful 
table. Ina larger circle sat visitors 
and friends. A committee distributed 
the tempting viands. But first al 
stood in reverent silence while Rev. 
Mr. Chapin, for twenty-one years a 
missionary to China, asked God to 
bestow His blessing. Then the merry 
feast began. To every Chinese woman 
and child was offered as much cake 
as she could possibly eat and all 
the tea she desired to drink. 
Then were distributed the flowers so. 
loved by every Chinese woman. To the 

great delight of the Chinese children 

tiny frosted cakes had been prepared 

for each of them, out of the top of each 

‘of which appeared to climb by ‘might- 

and-main force a tiny but beligerent 
doll, dressed in a miannersuitable to the 
heat of the day—a bow of baby ribbon. 

Mrs. Chapin remarked “that .upoh no 
other occasion had she seen the Chinese’ 
women and children behave so well or 

appearso happy. Some of the poor 
slave women were almost beautiful} 
that day, with asmile in the eye and 
upon the cheek quite in contrast to 
their usually stolid expression. The 
unspoken parting prayer of the Chris- 
tian women was ‘Lord, upon these poor 
lost ones, exiles from God and home, let 
the eternal joy of Thy lovelight soon 
dawn.’,’> Thus happily reopened the 
Chinese school in the Presbyterian, 
mission room, this city.

AN INTERESTING RELIC. 


Autograph Letter from Franklin Pierce 
to Jefferson Davis. 


F. J. Upton, of Station D, has an in 


terésting historical relic, in the form of 


an autograph letter from Franklin — 


Pierce to Jefferson Davis, of date Jan- 
uary 6, 1850. The letter is written on 
a large sheet, divided into four parts by 
lines, after the fashion of the time, and 
is in a wonderfully good state of pres- 
ervation. The letter is interesting 
reading, in the light of the events that 
have transpired sinte it was written, 
and is reproduced as follows: 
CLARENDON HOTEL, Jan. 6, 1850. 
My dear friend: I wtete you an unsati«+ 
factory note a day of two since. I hare 
justhad a pleasant interview with } -. 
Shipley, whose courage and fidelity a > 
equal to his learning and talents. He says 
he would rather fight the battle with you 
as the standard-bearer in 1860 than under 
the auspices of any other leader. The feel- 
ing and judgment of Mr. S. in this relation, 
am confident, gaining 
ground in New England. Our pcople 
are for coming man." 
One who is raised by all the elements of 
his character above the atmosphere ordi- 
narily breathed by politicians. A man 
cightly fitted for this emergency by his 
ability, courage, broad. statesmanship and 
patriotism. ¢ Col. Seymobr (Thomas H.) ar- 
rived here this morning and expressed his 
views in this relation in almost the identi- 
cal language used by Mr. Shipley. It is 
true that in the present state of things in 
Washington and throughout the country 
no man can predict what changes two or 
three months may bring forth. Let me 
suggest thatin the running debates in Con- 
gress full justice seems to me not to have 
been done to the Democracy of the North. 
I do not believe our friends of the Soutb 
have any just ideaof the state of feeling 
rising at this momentto the pitch of in- 
tense exasperation between those who re- 
spect their political obligation and those 
who have apparently no impelling power 


but that which fanatical passion onthe sub- . 


jest of domestic slavery imparts. Without 
discussing the question of right of abstract 
power to secede, I have hever believed that 
actual disruption of the Union can occur 
without blood, and if through the madness 
of Northern arbitrationism that dire 
calamity must come, the fighting will not 
be along Mason and Dixon’s line merely. 
It will be within ovrown borders, in our 
own streets! between the two classes 
of citizens to whom I have. referred. 
Those who defy law and_ scout 
constitutional obligations will,if we ever 
reach the arbitrament of arms, find occupa- 
tion enough at home. Nothing but the 
state of Mrs. Pierce’s health would induce 
me to leave the county now, although it is 
quite likely that my presence at home 
would be of little service. I have tried to 
impress upon our people, especially in New 
Hampshire an4 Connecticut, where the oaly 


elections are to take place during the com- ~ 


ing spring, that while our union meetings 
are all in the right direction and well 
enough for the present they will not “be 
worth the papec upon which their resolu- 
tions are written, anless we can overthrow 
political abolitionism atthe polls and re- 

al the unconstitutional and obnoxious

REFRIGERATOR CAR RATES. 

A blow has been dealt by the Chicago 
nd Grand Trunk at the owner of pri- 
ate refrigerator cars. That company 
lows only 44 of a cent per mile for the 

of these cars.

hese packers own their refrigerator 
cars, and it appears that they have pro- 
vided themselves with many more cars 
than are actually needed for their own 
shipments. In order to keep thecars in 
service, it is claimed that the Big Four 
uses a portion of the mileage received | 
from the railroads to induce the ship- 
pers to useitscars. The amount paid 
to these shippers cuts the rate to just 
that extent and compels the roads to 
pay mileage on such shipments that 
otherwise would haye been forwarded 
in theirown cars. Thus the packers 
come into competition with the rail- 
roads, whose cars are lying idleon their 
tracks. Itisfor this reason that the 

Grand Trunk announces a reduction of 
75 per cent. in the mileage allowed to 
‘tthe owner of private cars. Other roads 
will probably follow its example. 

THE LARGEST PASSENGER LOCOMOTIVE IN 
‘ AMERICA. 

The Union Pacific has just put into 
service the heaviest eight-wheeled pas- 
senger locomctive in America. It was 

built according to new designs furnished 
by Superintendent McConnell. The top 
of the smokestack is 15 feet 5 inches 
above the rail; the boiler is 5 feet in 
diameter, 28 feet 5 inches long, and 
contains 253 tubes each 2 inches in 
fiameter. The tirebox is 8 feet long, 
the average steam pressure 184 pounds, 
and the drawing wheels are 69 inches 
in diameter. The weight of the loco- 
motive, empty, is 108,500 pounds. 
Total weight o 
in full working order, with coal and 
.water, 215,600 pounds. The locomo-. 
tive is usedto haul the fast mail over 
the continental divide, where it over- 
comes a grade of 95 feet to the mile. 
The new 908, the giant locomotive of 
the New York Central, differs from the 
above in having four driving wheels 7 
feet in diameter, 14 feet 10 4¥ inches to 
the top of the smokestack, and will de- 
velop 10,000 horse-power. The New 
York Central locomotive is considered 
the most perfectin America for draw- 
ing heavy loads at a high rate of speed 
over low gradients. 
SCRAP HEAP. 

It is rumored that T. F. Oakes, presi- 
dent of the Northern Pacific, will not 
be réelected at tie next annual meet- 
ing.

There is something of.a mystery about 
the affair, and it is not known whether 
the women have been quietly spirited 
out of the city, by their owners or 
whether they have been captured by 
one of the rival factions.

SAN BERNARDINO COUNTY. 


The District Fair Opens Tomorrow 
With a Good Display. 


Moch Interest Manifested in ths Races— 
An Unfair Proceeding in Regard to 
Redistricting San Bernadino— 

Notes and Personals. 


SAN BERNARDINO. 

The Twenty-eighth District Fair opens in 
this city tomorrow with every indication of 
a good display at the Pavilion. fine races at 
the race track and a large attendance from 
all over the county. The entries for the 
races include the best horses in Southern 
California, among them Our Dick and Mc- 
Kinney, and the desire to see these flyers 
on the track is very great. 

AN UNFAIR PROCEEDING. 

The original town site of San. Bernardino 
was a mile square, bounded by First, A, 
Tenth and I streets. Some timé@ago the 
city was enlarged to more than three times 
its originalarea. But in order that the 
outlying precincts might agree to come 
into the city and be a part of it the Trus- 
tees promised that they ‘would all resign, 
thus giving those coming in a voice 
in naming those who should govern 
them. They did not resign, and 
a large part of the population 
of this city as it is now constituted have 
had to submitto rulers not of their choos- 
ing. But this was not enough indignity to 
be heaped upon those newly acquired as 
citizens of San Bernardino. These same 
Trustees propose to redistrict the city and 
to gerrymander it in such a way as to 
throw one of the precincts that wds to elect 
anew Trustee next spring, and one con- 
taining many of the newly-acquired elec- 
tors, into two of the precincts in which the 
Trustees hold over, thus again denying 
them a voice in choosing their representa- 
tives in the Council and disfranchising for 
this election over 300 voters in this one 
precinct, or allof them in the Fourth pre- 
cinct except those in the east end of the 
precinct, cut off and put into another pre- 
cinat by the moving of the boundary one 
Street to the west. The proposition to 
gerrymander the city was introduced by 
Trustee Keniston and comes up for action 
atthe meeting tomorrow night. A vigor- 
ous kick is being made against the pro- 
posed scheme, as it is manifestly unfair to 
the property-owners,

RIVERSIDE, 

The raisins in the Riverside Valley are 
now about half of them on the trays, and 
from the amount picked it is estimated that 
the crop will be about half as large as last 
year’s and about two-thirds of an average 
crop. The quality of the fruit is superior, 
and if good drying weather is had the rest 
of the season an excellent quality of rais- 
ins will be put upon tlte market from this 
section of the State. Although, the light 
rains and fogs of the past week have had a 
tendency to discourage scme of the less 
hopeful, no perceptible damage has vet re- 
sulted from this unfavorable weather. 
Should it continue, however, it can but re- 
sult in greater or less damage to the 
drying fruit. The situation is made more 
precarious by the lateness of the season, 
the grapes ripening from two to three 
weeks later than usual. As the drying 
process does not proceed so rapidly thus 
late in the season, the close of the picking 
and drying will be continued even later in 
comparison with the beginning than it is 
upon average years.
